Dr Marques gave oridenco 
as to the decensed boing bronght to the 
Hospital, hia subsequent death, and the 
post mortem examinstion which rovealod 
that the cavso of death was. asphyxia, 
which might have. buon’. the -reaulty 
of n desc ‘of ‘landanum, In. the, 
stomach cight ountes of a brownish 
Hiquid wore'found.’
